The chemical that triggers the resp onse that 
causes rejection of a transp lant from another 
body has been isolated 
Called human trans­ 
p lant antigen, it could be significantly instru- 
-mental in p rev enting the rejection of grafted 
hearts and other organ.s. 


The isolation of the chemical was accom- 
;p lishedi just a few day s ago by two American 
i ^ t o r s from the National Institute of Allergy 
•fnd Infectious Diseases at Bcthesda, Md., work­ 


ing with a team of Italian researchers at Turin, 
Italy . 
Although the doctors emp hasize that they 
“ are merely at the start of what we hop e will 
be an ex citing story ,” their accomp lishment 
holds forth much hop e. 
The antigen’s chemical structure will he care­ 
fully studied in the hop e that it can be given in 
tiny , rep eated amounts to p otential transp lant 
recip ients so their s-y stems may become use to 
it. Then rejection might not occur when the 
transp lant is made. 
Much work must be done on animals first but 
isolation of the antigen may op en the door to 
making transp lant op erations a comp arativ ely 
common and safe op eration in the future

NEW YORK — All right let's talk abnul vio­ 
lence. Let’s talk about murder. Let’s talk about 
those million p eop le with whom I walked outside 
the Cathedral.

amid v iolence, murder, mass 
killings, torture all their lives 
—as hav e their fellow citizens 
in a hundred cities 
Let’s not ju.st talk of a lone 
as.sassin I.et's talk of the or 
ganized, 
methodical 
killing 
the p eop le tolerate and raise 
not a p rotesting v oice unless 
the blood sp latters on them. 
In Chicago, alone, the anticrime commission 
has tallied more than a thousand underworld 
killings in recent decade.s. 
In Boston during the p ast sev eral y ears, more 
than 40 men hav e been shot down with bullets 
in the gut or back of the neck Hundreds hav e 
been ex ecuted by the Cosa Nostra enforcers 
New York City . 


Hundreds more hav e been gunned down 
Kansas City , St. Louis. Pittsburgh. Northern 
New Jersey . Scores hav e been bombed to bits 
in Youngstown, Ohio. Detroit, and anv other 
metrop olis y ou can stick with a p in on a school­ 
room map . 


Ev en to this day , there are shoot-outs on big 
city streets. We’v e liv ed with it for decades on 
the labor front. 


Just 20 y ears ago. auto union leader Waiter 
Reuther was almost cut in half in his kitchen 
by a shotgun blast. A y ear later his brother 
Victor was hit in the face by another gun blast. 


THE NEXT YEAR, the Detroit p olice told an­ 
other of this union’s officials he was on the Ma­ 
fia’s death list, and to this day he is under bod­ 
y guard. There is no such thing as y esterda,\’.s 
iecurity It alway s is now. 
Some Mafia millionaires hav e their own p m 
lice force, air fleet, radio stations and mini-ar­ 
mies. 


Those who weep today for a fallen man. 
y awned y esterday when they read of other kill­ 
ings and corrup tion which corrode the nation, 
dev elop a p ermissiv eness and a cy nicism which 
mov e good folk to skip right p ast the crime 
news to the sp orts p ages. 
There are some great p olice forces—and 
some which stink 
There is the force in one 
Mississip p i city which refused to p erm it the p o­ 
lice of a Northecn city to inv estigate a p owerful 
Mafia chief. The v isiting p robers had to go to 
the U.S. arm ed forces to get equip ment for the 
search. 


THOSE PEOPLE WHO sob today , crv for a 
man with whom I’ve disagreed quite often. But 
on one front we were united. 
Bob Kennedy knew the menace of the Mafia. 
We talked often of the (!osa Nostra’ condition­ 
ing the citizenry to the all-p erv ading under­ 
world which has shaken down the Army ’s quar­ 
term aster division, the Nav y , the Air Force, 
and ev en Atomic Energy Commission's p rime 
contractors 
He was amazed when there was little shud­ 
dering or p ublic anger when he rep orted that 
the Mofia had disp osed of one of its p eop le by 
cutting tlie goon up into little bits in Connecti­ 
cut 
Ttiose Mafia men become Iegendai\v untouch­ 
ables. Telev ision and mov ie cam eras, which re­ 
corded Bob Kennedy 's last hours from the bullet

killers, 
bank 
robbers, sadists, 
racketeers and p ublic men whom we all know 
as comrades of comrades of the Cosa Nostra.

AGAIN AND AG.AIN in p olitical history the 
Issue has been made of a need for a “change.” 
Sometimes it is p remature Thus, in 1948 the 
Rep ublican nominee, fiov Thomas E Dewey of 
New York, argued that if was “ time for a 
change” The country didn't agree with him, al­ 
though he receiv ed a substantial vote. 
Change from one p arty to (he other usually 
follows a p eriod of unrest and discontent. In 
that situation, v oters generally feel that they 
ought to hav e a new .set of voices in the Senate 
and the House of Rcp rc.senta'iives as well as in 
the White House.

p articularly in Vietnam. In recent day s it has 
not been ton clear whether these changes would 
he basic and would amount to a comp lete p ull- 
out from Asia or merely a series of conces­ 
sions for a p atclied-up p eace. 
Robert Kennedy took a chance when he began 
camp aigning on the need for a change. He ev i­ 
dently thought 
that the administration 
was 
weak and that Itie Democrats would lose the 
election any how unless a new Democratic lead­ 
ership . adv ocating considerable modifications of 
p olicy , was introduced into the p icture. 
The tragic death of the New York senator 
eliminates the most v ehement critic of the 
Johnson 
administration 
Sen, 
McCarthy 
has 
used generalities to describe what he feels are 
weaknesses in the Johnson administration, but 
he has ni>f come forth with concrete p rop osals 
for change. 
Ev en if a .substantial number of adherents of 
Robert Kennedv now join the Minnesota sena­ 
tor, it is not likely that he will be able to mus­ 
ter enough strength at the Democratic conv en­ 
tion to ov arconip an incumbent administration 
with all the p ower it wields through ap p rop ria­ 
tions and p olitical fa\or.s of v arious kinds. 
The leading Rep ublican asp irant, former vice 
p resident Richard Nix on has, of course, no 
comp unction about adv ocating a 
change.” He 
believ es that tundamental alterations should be 
made in foreign and dome.stic p olicies, and tliat 
these should be p ut on a better basis than ex or­ 
bitant sp ending and a v acillating treatm ent of 
the p roblems of crime and disorder. Broadly 
sp eaking, many of the Rep ublican nominees for 
Congress are also dep ending on the Nix on can­ 
didacy to help them win election. The slogan 
would be "it’s time for a change.” 
Much can hap p en between now and Novem­ 
ber. Gov. Nelson Rockefeller of New York could 
conceiv ably build up a ease before the Rep ubli­ 
can conv ention and convince delegates that it 
would be belter to nominate a "p rogressiv e” or 
Middle-of-the-roader,” 
without

changes that would be .sp onsored. 


VICE PRESIDENT llump tiiev 
will, to be 
sure, defend the administration's p olicies and 
will endeav or to p rov e that (lie .lohnsnn admin­ 
istration has really made p rogress in manv 
fields. 


It's doubtful, however, whether much can be 
accomp lished by oratorc as long as inflation is 
p rov ing costly to the av erage family and the 
streets are not .safe for the citizen. 
On the w'hole. the country seems to be in the 
mood for a change and this means that the Re­ 
p ublicans will have a better chance of winning 
than they hav e had in recent v ears.

Candidates have walked among the ghettos 
or in the poverty-swallowed Appalachia prom­ 
ising. 
predicting, proclaiming 
benefits 
and 
changes which they cannot deliver no matter 
how or when the office is won 
This proves to he an unfortunate hoax and 
results in the frustration, disappointment and 
cynicism among have-nots who lose faith and 
trust not only in the candidates hut in the gov- 
ernmen'al structure which seems so unfairly to 
divert their interests. 
People, rich or poor, cannot be grouped to 
provide best solutions Dealing with social, ec­ 
onomic. employment problems is extremely dif­

What is believed to he the first attempt lo 


transplant a human heart into the body of a 
woman has failed But on the same day that 
the world learned of her death, newspapers 
throughout the nation told of a medical accom­ 
plishment which may put an end to such trans­ 
plant failures 
The chemical that triggers the response that 
causes rejection of a transplant from another 
body has been isolated 
Called human trans­ 
plant antigen, it could be significantly instru­ 
mental in preventing the rejection of grafted 
hearts and other organs

plished just a few days ago by two American 
foetors from the National Institute of Allergy 
pnd Infectious Diseases at Bethesda Md , work-

ing with a team of Italian researchers at Turin,

Although the doctors emphasize that they

be an exciting storv.” their accomplishment

The antigen's chemical structure will he care­ 
fully studied in the hope that it ran be given in 
tiny, repeated amounts to potential transplant 
recipients so their systems mav become use to 
it Then rejection might not occur when the 
transplant is made 
Much work must he done on animals first hut 
isolation of the antigen may open thp door to 
making transplant operations a comparatively 
rommon and safe operation in the future 
with all the benefits to mankind that that can 
mean.

The effect of the death of Sen Robert Kenne­ 
dy on the outcome of the Democratic national 
convention is plain to see Vice President Hu­ 
bert Humphrey will be nominated, and the ad­ 
ministration will make every effort to defend 
its policies of the past four years. 
This does not exclude the possibility that Sen. 
Edward Kennedy of Massachusetts might be his 
running mate 
While the younger Kennedy 
worked wholeheartedly for the candidacy of 
Robert Kennedy for the presidential nomina 
finn. he has been far less outspoken than his 
brother in criticism of the Johnson administra­ 
tion. 
Sen 
Robert 
Kennedy 
advocated 
changes 
which were fundamental 
This merely raised 
the eyebrows of the Republican strategists, w-ho 
pointedly said that, if there were any changes 
to be made, these could better he done by a Re­ 
publican president and a Republican Congress 


AGAIN AND AGAIN in political history the 
Issue has been made of a need for a "change ” 
Sometimes it is premature Thus, in UHR the 
Republican nominee Gov Thomas E Dewey of 
New York, argued that if was "time for a 
change " The country didn t agree with him. al­ 
though he received a substantial vote 
Change from one party to the other usually 
follows a period of unrest and discontent. In 
that situation, voters generally feel that they

argue for changes from administration policies, 
particularly in Vietnam In recent days it has 
not been ton clear whether these changes would 
be basic and would amount to a complete pull­ 
out from Asia or merely a series of conces­ 
sions for a patclied-up peace 
Robert Kennedv took a chance when he began 
campaigning on the need for a change. He evi­ 
dently thought that the administration 
was 
weak and that the Democrats would lose the 
election anyhow unless a new Democratic lead­ 
ership. advocating considerable modifications of 
policy was introduced into the picture 
The tragic death of the New York senator 
eliminates tho most vehement critic of the 
Johnson administration 
Sen 
McCarthy has 
used generalities to describe what he feels are 
weaknesses in the Johnson administration, but 
he bas not come forth with concrete proposals 
for change 
Even if a substantial number of adherents of 
Robert Kennedy now join the Minnesota sena­ 
tor. it is not likely that he will he able to mus­ 
ter enough strength at the Democratic conven­ 
tion to overcome an incumbent administration 
with all the power it wields through appropria­ 
tions and political favors of various kinds. 
The leading Republican aspirant, former vice 
president Richard Nixon has 
of course, no 
compunction about advocating a 
change.” He 
believes dial fundamental alterations should be 
made in foreign and domestic policies, and that 
these should be put on a better basis than exor­ 
bitant 
pending and a vacillating treatment of 
the problems of crime and disorder Broadly 
speaking, many of the Republican nominees for 
Congress are also depending on the Nixon can­ 
didacy to help them win election. Hie slogan 
would be "it’s time for a change.” 
Much can happen between now and Novem­ 
ber Gov Nelson Rockefeller of New York could 
conceivably build up a case before the Republi­ 
can convention and convince delegates that it 
would be tie! ter to nominate a "progressive” or

HARRISBURG (AP) - Young 
teachers who begin their careers

A bill raising the old minimum 
from $4,500 was signed into law 
by Gov. Shafer Wednesday, cul­ 
minating an intense, and often 
dram atic, battle waged in the 
chambers of the General Assem­ 
bly. 
“This is now a good piece of 
legislation,” Shafer said in sign­ 
ing the $44.7 million measure. 
“ First, it provides money for 
a much-needed salary increase 
for our Pennsylvania teachers.

have attained to the age of 35 years, and tx^en 14 years a 
resident within the United States.” Since no other restric­ 
tions are given, you can see that there is no legal rea.son 
why a woman might not become a president or vice president 
of the United States. Indeed, women have held very high 
offices in this country, including those of state governor, 
senator, member of the house of representatives, judge. But 
although women have the right to the office of president 
if elected, most voters .seem to have felt that a man is 
belter fitted, by nature and training, for the responsibilities 
of this past.
